Parents’ Opinions 
Guidelines for Board? 


In a complete about-face from 
their previous plan of action, the 
Albany Board of Education will 
now poll parents of Albany school 
children, to see which of several 
alternate plans they will approve 
for the relocation of 1,300 stu- 
dents now attending Cornell and 
Marin Schools. Parents’ opinions 
may be used as guidelines for 
future Board action, 

Ballots, consisting of a ques- 
tionnaire, mailed out with a re- 
turn post card. attached, should 


be in the mail sometime this 
week. How soon these will be re- 
turned and counted is not known. 

The original plan was to relo- 
cate the students in portable 
units as soon as possible, as many 
parents had declared the safety 
of the children should be the 
Board’s primary concern, leaving 
the rehabilitation or replacement 
of the condemned. school build- 
ings until after this was done. 

However, since the Sept. 
Board of Education meeting, 
when Supt. Ken Forry was in- 
structed to follow through with

dents, many communications 
have come in to the Board, urg- 
ing them not to act hastily in the 


matter, 
One petition, signed by over 
100 Marin School parents, asked 


them ‘“‘not to relocate 
until there is a definite 
action regarding repairing or re- 
placing Marin School.” 

Another, from the Marin PTA 
Executive Board, noted that they 
had voted 37-5 for a plan to put 
all relocated students on double 
sessions—possibly located at Al- 
bany High School. This plan 
would call for high school stu- 
dents to attend school in the 
morning and upper elementary 
students in the afternoon, while 
kindergarten through third grade 
would attend classes in ground 
floor rooms, and fourth graders 
would be relocated in facilities at 
one of the other ‘‘safe’”’ schools.

The City of Albany is planning 
to complete beautification of So- 
lano Avenue in time for its debut 
Monday morning, Oct. 25, begin- 
ning at 10 a.m., when the Veter- 
ans’ ‘Day Observance and Parade 
returns for the first time in more 
than a decade. 


The colorful parade of military, 
veteran and civic dignitaries, co- 
lor guards, military units, drill 
teams, adult and high school 
bands, youth groups and floats 
will cover a line of march nearly 
two miles long. It will form at 
the Albany line on Solano, pro- 
ceed west to San Pablo, north on 
San Pablo past the reviewing 
stand between Solano and Wash- 
ington and east on Portland to 
the Veterans’ Memorial Building, 
1325 Portland, 

Following the motorcade of dis- 
tinguished guests, Alameda 
County Sheriff's Mounted Posse 
will lead the parade, which is in 
divisions. The line of march will 
include military units, veterans’ 
group massed colors, youth 
groups and civic floats, including 
‘high school bands.

Albany's "Special Entry’ 
For Veterans’ Day Parade

Edward H, Brown, 83, of 541 
Key Route Slvd., Albany, will be 
a special entry in the Monday 
morning Veterans’ Day parade 
wearing his World War I uniform 
and riding in a 1920 Chevrolet 
touring car,

fect condition, was purchased in 
France in 1919, which is 52 years 


Brown then weighed 165 
pounds, Today, he weighs about 
168.

Brown enlisted in the 370th 
Aero Squadron at Camp McArth- 
ur in Waco, Texas, in January, 
1918.

He went 
to France Sept, 13, 1918, and was 
stationed at Chatillion Sursine 
airfield until March ,1919. He was 
discharged on June 13, 1919, from 
the Presidio as a corporal.

Before his retirement in 1955, 
Brown was a U.S. mail clerk.

Except for two houses Charles 
MacGregor was building on Key 
Route Blvd., there were vacant 
lots surrounding his home when 
it was built, Brown recalls. His 
wife, Claire Iris, died in 1966. 

Brown is a native of San Joa- 
quin county, where his parents 
had a farm. 

Despite his advanced age, he 
is in good health and looking for- 
ward to his “big day” on Veter- 
ans’ Day, when the parade kicks 
off at 10 a.m, and an old soldier 
will be part of the action.
